A shipowners’ paper has let the cat out 
of the = by cabal confessing that the 
object of the precious Federation insurance 
scheme is to combat the Union and reduce 
wages. (See our article headed “Candid 
Confession ”’ om page 9.) 

The seamen, so far from deserting the 
Union because of Mr. Wilson’s imprison- 
ment, appear to be rallying round it more 
heartily than ever, judging from the reports 
‘rom various Branches that the members are 
paying their contributions even more readily 
and the receipts are greatly increasing. 





ADMIRAL Sta Provo WM. PARRY WALLIS, G.C.B, 
The Father of the Fleet, as he is called, who was born 
1791, and has just celebrated his hundredth birth- 
day, was in the memorable engagement between 
the Chesapeake and Shannon in 1813, at such 
close quarters that Captain Broke of the Shannon 
could lash his frigate to the American. In a 
quarter of an hour the Chesapeake was an English 
prize ; but so deadly had been the hail of lead that 
the Shannon, out of 3:0 men had 23 killed and 46 
Wounded, whilst the Chesapeake had 47 killed and 
98 wounded. As Captain Broke of the Shannon 
was badly hit, and the first lieutenant killed, the 


command devolved on young Wallis, then only 
twenty-two. 


Engineers in the Navy are, it seems, so 
badly treated that great difficulty is expe- 
nenced in obtaining such officers, and the 

dmiralty have to be content with com- 
paratively incompetent and inexperienced 
men to take charge of the most costly and 
elaborate machinery afloat. 


Competent firemen, too, are hard to get 
for the Navy, which facts may explain the 
frequent Naval disasters which render our 

avy more formidable to its own staff than 
to any possible enemy. 





The Naval Reserve is also short of hands, 
as we have already noted. The Admiralty’s 
extremity is Labour's opportunity. . If 
engineers and stokers would refuse to join 
the Navy, and seamen cease to volunteer 
for the Reserve, till the Government dealt 
fairly with the claims of seafaring men, 
the Government would soon wake up on 
the subject, and we should not have the 
scandal of a so-called Labour Commission 
from which all seafaring men were excluded.

Only a short time ago we had 
the resignation of its late labour master, 
Captain Armitt, and his revelations of its 
ab »minable conduct to even the persons it 
employed. Now, as reported on page 5, 
we have some of the very persons who came 
to its rescue in its hour of need suing it 
for wages. Yet the Shipping Federation 
has the audacity to invite seamen to 
trust it.

Although the shipowners have had much 
to say against the Seamen's Union, they 
have been discreetly silent as to their un- 
scrupulous allies, the seamen’s boarding- 
house keepers, who are usually capable, and 
too frequently guilty, of every conceivable 
crime. 





The seamen’s boarding-houce keeper is 
generally a thief,a crimp, an exorbitant 
usurer, and a purveyor of prostitutes and 
drugged drink, whose object is to fleece the 
unfortunate mariner, and with that end in 
view to keep him in a state of slavish 
dependence upon the boarding houses. 





As this helps the shipowners to keep 
Jack under, the shipowners regard the 
seamen’s boarding-house keepers as their 
natural friends and allies, and the magis- 
trates at seaports being generally them- 
selves shipowners, the boarding - house 
keepers may, as a rule, commit almost any 
crime against a seaman with absolute im- 
punity—so far as the law is concerned, 
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In other words, there exists a foul con- 
spiracy between shipowners—some of them 
magistrates — and crimps, usurers, un- 
licensed dealers in liquor, and purveyors of 
prostitutes to debauch, rob and enslave the 
seaman. 


All this is notoriously the case in Britain, 
and it is because Srararmxa and the Sea- 
men's Union are the only agencies at work 
exposing it and crying for redress that both 
are so hateful to the evil-doers. But, writes a 
correspondent in Philadelphia, the seamen’s 
boarding-house keepers there have a 
Union, and unless a seaman boards at the 
house of a member of the Boarding Masters’ 
Society, where he has to pay double the 
ordinary rates, he cannot get a ship; the 
British Consul, it is alleged, taking the 
boarding master’s part. This is tyranny 
with a vengeance. And this tyranny the 
British boarding-house keepers would, no 
doubt, exercise in British ports if they 
could. 





Mr. Nicholson, secretary to the Mersey 
District of the Seamen’s Union, has been 
saying some good things about Conciliation 
Boards, as will be seen from page 11. _ If 
all the shipowners displayed as much 
moderation and good sense less would be 
heard of strikes. 


Many of our readers interested in the 
subject will be very glad to see from the 
notice of the Associated Shipwrights’ 
Society last annual report on page 3 of this 
week’s Szararine, how well that organisation 
is getting on. 


A correspondent of the Standard, writing 
from Ottowa on April 17, says :— 


The Canadian sealing schooner the Maud S., 
which has just arrived in British Columbia, reports 
that she called in Good Success Bay, near Cape 
Horn, on the voyage from Halifax. There she dis- 
covered a number of shipwrecked British sailors, 
who had been impressed by the Government of the 
Argentine Republic into service at a life-saving 
station. They had tried to escape, but were closely 
watched, and were subjected to cruel treatment. 
They wanted the case to be reported at home. 





Neither the names of the British ‘sailors 
nor the ship they belonged to is given, and 
without such information the case being 
reported at home does not help them. 
Perhaps that information will be forth- 
coming, in which case it is to be hoped that 
the Seamen’s Union will call the attention 
of the British Government to the matter in 
order that it may demand satisfaction from 
the Argentine Government. 





If the Union paid as much attention to 
this and similar casesof ill-treatment of sea- 
men as it does to wages disputes the Union 
would be even more popular and valuable 
than ever. 


“Tmportant to Seamen—What is Deser- 
tion?” is the heading of a case heard in Hull, 
reported on page 5 of this week's Szaranma. 
According to this decision, a man who 
leaves his ship, even without leave, is not 
guilty of desertion unless it is proved that 
he left “ without the intention to return to 
her.” 





Disgusting and horrible are the revela- 
tions as to the accommodation and sanitary 
arrangements on a certain steamer, sent us 
by her late donkeyman, who also asserts 





that on several occasions the bridge was 
left without an officer in charge for hours 
at a time, as the officers were engaged in 
seamen’s work. Our currespondent’s com- 
plaint, although we cannot insert it in 
Szararine in full, shall not, if we can help 
it, pass unheeded. 


Members of Parliament would do well to 
give heed to the resolution in favour of 
compulsory pilotage in the British Channel, 
which a meeting of Bristol seamen, as re- 
ported on page 7 of this week's Szaranrina, 
have passed. As this is a matter effecting 
the very lives of seamen, the various 
Branches of the Seamen’s Union might well 
be advised to back up their Pristol brethren 
with similar resolutions.

Is this another miscarriage of justice :— 


The master of the barque J. C. Munro has been 
summoned at Falmouth Police Court on April 13 
by George Collins, seaman, for £21 12s, 3d. for 
wages due. Mr. H. Tilly for the complainant said 
the plaintiff shipped at Hull on June 14 last for a 
voyage to Buenos Ayres and “to any ports or 
places within the 1 mits of 75 deg. or 60 deg, S. 
latitude, the maximum time to be three years, 
trading in any rotation, and to end in the United 
Kingdom.” Mr. Tilly quoted several cases to show 
that the description of the voyage should be made 
clear and definite to the sailors, and thought that 
in the present case there could be no question of 
the unreasonableness of the description of the 
voyage. The barque arrived in Falmouth for 
orders, and if they had been instructed to proceed 
to any port in the United Kingdom they would 
have been bound by the contract to go. But they 
were ordered to take the cargo to Hamburg, and 
that, he contended, was outside the terms of the 
description of the voyage. His client now claimed 
his discharge and payment of his wages. Plaintiff 
gave formal evidence as to signing the articles 
at Hull to receive £3 5s. per month, and Mr. Fox, 
in defence, claimed that Falmouth being, so far as 
the barque was concerned, only a port of call, the 
voyage was not at an end, and would not be com- 
pleted until the port of discharge was reached. 
After hearing further argument the bench retired, 
and on returning into court the Mayor said they 
could make no order in the case. 


It would be interesting to know why they 
‘could make no order,” seeing that it was 
quite clear, according to the articles, that 
the voyage was to end in the United King- 
dom, while it- was claimed for the defence 
that it was to end at Hamburg, where the 
man would be paid off and have to pay his 
fare to the United Kingdom. Such cases 
are far too common, and should be fought 
out. 








ORGANISATIONS 48 SAFEGUARDS.—Much anxiety 
has been caused, and undoubted evil has supervened, 
through the perpetual friction between employers 
and employed. It is believed by many, including 
the present writer, that perfect and permanent 
organisations, recognised on both sides, are the only 
safeguards against strikes and locks-out, with their 
disastrous effects upon trade, their crop of suffering 
and privation to the men and their families, and 
the evil consequences to the education and future 
career of workmen’s children. Pemanent boards 
of conciliation will bring concord and far-reaching 
blessings in their train; they promise more, are 
more pregnant with future good, than any principle 
or, project in politics or economics that is com- 
manding the attention of statesmen and scientists 
to-day.— Consul Jones, of Cardiff. 


Drink.—A Local Marine Board investigation has 
been held at Dundee into a charge of misconduct 
against Robert William Hall, some time. master of 
the Dora Ewing (s.). The son of the purser said he 
saw Hall very much the worse of drink, and on 
another occasion he was under the influence of 
drink. Hall was dismissed from his employment 
in consequence of kis drinking habits. William 
Rundie, first mate of the Dora Hning, said on one 
occasion, when leaving Dundee, the captain could 
not be got out of his bed. Witness was quite sat- 
isfied the captain was drunk. The Oourt sus- 
pended his certificate for six months. 
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SEAMEN WITHOUT AND 
WITH A UNION. 


Mr. John B. Lee, speaking at the meeting 
of the Sunderland Branch of the Sailors’ 
and Firemen’s Union, April 13, said :—j 
think it would be interesting and en- 
couraging to our members if we were to 
compare our position to-day with what 
it was before our Union was established, 
Since the collapse of the Seamen's Union 
of 1851, the seamen of this country have 
been struggling to build up a Union 
capable of grappling with the many and 
growing evils and impositions practised 
upon them. Twenty years ago, in company 
with other oppressed seamen, I addressed 
meetings in this and other ports of the 
United Kingdom. We maintained at that 
time that the mercantile marine department 
of the Board of Trade had become corrupted 
and one-sided, and could not impartially 
fulfil the duties for which it was established, 
Experienced and despairing men saw no 
remedy, no cbance for us, although we were 
much prayed for, our noble deeds and 
sufferings made the subject of song and 
story, while lectures and sermons from 
platform and pulpit to us and on us were 
turning stale, and yet we were drifting 
further and faster towards slavery and 
useless impertinent officialism. Beseeching 
and supplicating appeals were made to the 
employers without result. Ship's com- 
panies and individual seamen tried to 
remedy matters; punishment, murder, 
gaol, or gallows was often their reward. 
Several attempts were made to form 
Unions. Men with bitter experience took 
the lead, hundreds of others joined the 
ranks and endeavoured financially and 
otherwise to bring about a better state of 
affairs. Discouraging arguments were ad- 
vanced by employers, doubtful tradespeople 
of both sexes, and others who were growing 
fat by our toil and helplessness. Royal 
Commissions were appointed to inquire 
into the growing dissatisfaction amongst 
the seafaring class, but the real practical 
able seamen and firemen were not repre- 
sented, consulted, or asked to give evidence, 
and after much champagne and some 10- 
quiry amongst coalowners, merchants, ship- 
owners and the like, they reported that 
seamen were a dissatisfied class, not com- 
petent to govern themselves or be trusted 
to combine, but must be further legislated 
against. 

Then followed members of Parliament and 
high Government officials posing as the 
friends of seamen, with the compulsory 
medical examination Bill, which, besides 
the degradation the enactment would have 
imposed, would have taxed our earnings at 
the rate of 5 per cent. for the purpose of 
carrying out such a disgusting law. 

Widows’ and orphans’ funds, pension 
schemes, and other doubtful measures were 
introduced, and I could go on enumerating 
suggestions and ideas of purse-prou 
capitalists who tried to make themselves 
popular at our expense, and without any 
consideration for our advancement. __ 

Next came the Employers’ Liability Bill, 
and our friends allowed us to be excluded. 
Cases of neglect, accident, ill-treatment, 
starvation, scurvy, etc., were to be continu 
unchecked and without means of, redress. 
We had no newspaper to champion our 


cause, no solicitor to advise us, and ndt- 


until Mr. Plimsoll had retired from Parlia- 
ment, after doing what no other pailors 
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friend had done before, did the seamen see 
how necessary it was that they should be 
directly represented in the House of Com- 
mons. But all our efforts at organisation 
failed. Unions and Sailors’ Societies fell 
through one after another, till, in 1887, many 
of the despairing survivorsof the unsuccessful 
organisations of previous years were called 
together by a young energetic sailor, with 
some, at least, of those qualities which 
usually conduce to success. He offered to 
lead us, and at great personal sacrifice, and 
after nights and days of thought, care, and 
study, in company with old experienced 
men, ho launched the National Amalga- 
mated Sailors’ and Firemen’s Union, with 
a course pricked, such as past experience 
had taught us would take us clear of the 
dangers that other Unionshad been stranded 
on, Again our opponents predicted failure, 
saying that the nature of our calling, and 
the general intelligence and disposition of 
the seamen and firemen, were insurmount- 
able barriers to a Trades Union for us. Now 
if we compare our position to-day, we 
have reason to be proud of our Union and 
its officers. Iam sure we have disappointed 
our bitterest enemies, and proved beyond 
doubt our capacity and intelligence to 
govern our own affairs, and also our dis- 
position to assist and advise others. We 
are now acknowledged as an important 
factor in contributing to the wealth of the 
nation. Numerically and politically we are 
courted or dreaded by aspirants to munici- 
pal or Parliamentary honours. Financially 
we have enough to meet any reasonable 
expenditure; our wealth is guarded with 
zealous care, and prudently used for the 
purpose for which it was accumulated. 
e have an official newspaper con- 
ducted by an able and practical man. 
Its columns are devoted to fearlessly 
denounce anything detrimental to our 
interests, and give us useful informa- 
tion for our benefit, and uphold Trades 
Union principles generally. Need I go 
farther to illustrate our importance and 
capacity to grapple with the questions of 
the day, or to fraternise with other capital 
or wealth producers? Brother seamen, the 
rapid progress of the National Union has 
astonished the world, and ought to gpur you 
on to renewed efforts in the future, as we 
have lots of work to do: before we 
realise our fullest hopes. Be careful that 
our many victories do not turn our heads or 
cause us to act imprudently in our future 
actions, Do not let our late slight reverses 
render you disheartened or weak-kneed. 
For let me assure you that our Union and 
the general secretary is in a better and 
more enviable position to-day than any other 
trade organisation in the country. It was, I 
understand, intended that Mr. Wilson should 
have a well-earned rest at some resort of dis- 
tinguished men and women. Buta few badly- 
elected representatives of the justice of a 
law-abiding nation have construed the Con- 
Splracy Acts in sush a way that Mr. Wilson 
has to take his contemplated rest in one of 
Her Majesty’s institutions for qualifying 
fades’ Unionists and other English and 
reformers. At the end of that period 

let every sailor and fireman, and every 
Tanch of the Union, see to it that it bea 
ted-letter day in the history of this great 
mercantile country, and a jubilee day for 
the N.A.8.& F.U. Let ‘the bells and 
Whistles of every ship be sounded, and the 
T and banners be waved in every port. 
~et the wives and families of the seafar- 
8 men of this country rejoice and 
thank Mr. Plimsoll and Mr, Wilson that 





many of them are not widows and orphans. 
(Cheers.) 

In conclusion, let me advise you to be true 
to the Union that has done so much for you. 
Qualify yourselves, you young men, to take 
the places of the veteran members who 
have fought so many battles and made so 
many sacrifices for the privileges and 
benefits you now enjoy. Mr. Lee sat down, 
amidst cheers for Mr. Wilson, Mr. Plimsoll, 
the National Union, its officers and allies. 








ASSOCIATED SHIPWRIGHTS 
SOCIETY. 


The ninth annual report of this Society for the 
year ending Dec. last has just been sent us, and 
must be pronounced excellent in every respect. 
Neatly bound, and filling no less than 124 pages, 
it contains not only the fullest particulars re- 
garding the income, expenditure, balances, and 
investments of the Society, the benefits paid, 
reports of the various district committees, as 
well as of the Executive, names, addresses of 
Branches and offices, places of meeting, 
numerical and financial strength of each Branch, 
a calendar of financial mestings for the present 
year, and all the information that the most 
exacting critic could ask for. In short, a more 
complete report we have never met with, and 
whoever may be responsible for it deserves the 
highest congratulations. The year 1890 was an 
exceptionally good one for the shipbuilding trade, 
and has undoubtedly been a good one for the 
Shipwrights’ Society, its report stating :— 

The year’s income being £10,369 3s. 1d.; the 
amount on hand at beginning of year was 
£12,226 9s. 73d., shows £22,595 12s, 84d. to be 
accounted for. Deducting the year’s expendi- 
ture, £5,907 12s. 7d., leaves a balance to the 
credit of the association of £16,688 Os. 13d. at 
Dee. 31, 1890, being equal to an average worth 
of £2 5s. 2d., per member. This cannot but be 
dvemed very yratifying and encouraging, as the 
report says, and adds :—Still, in order that the 
Society's financial stability may be further 
assured and strengthened, we would, especially 
under present difficulties, strongly urge on all 
members to’ leave no stone unturned, no effort 
untried, to extend our association and increase 
its membership, until we have every eligib’e 
shipwright within its ranks, and thereby be able 
to thoroughly control the shipwright labour 
market of the United Kingdom. ‘The report 
alsostates: —We have opened no less than thirteen 
new Branches during the year, ten in England, 
one in the Isle of Wight, one in Wales, and one 
in Scotland; besides assimilating the local 
societies at Portsmouth, Hartlepool, Whitby, 
Ipswich, and London Benevolent Society with 
our association. The income last year showed 
an increase of no less than £2,770 8s. 34d. over 
that of the previous year. This increase is ia 
all items, especially contributions, and at this 
rate the society may expect to have such a 
reserve of invested capital that the interest on 
it will pay the whole working expenses. 

Good luck to the Shipwrights, and may that 
day soon come, for they have been good friends 
to the seamen, who will probably agree with the 
following extract from their annual report :— 
“ While we have no objection to joiners or any 
other tradesman going to sea, in the cepacity of 
their own trade, we certainly must strongly 
object to anyone not a shipwright (ship car- 
penter) signing ship’ articles and going to sea as 
such when they are not ship carpenters. The 
duties of a ship carpenter at sea is much similar 
at the present time, as our seamen friends can 
testify, as they were when the wooden walls were 
more numerous than they are now. Itis only 
when a ship is wrecked, or whea a storm arises 
and the decks are swept, that the value of a 

roperly qualified ship carpenter is felt, 
an a competent man would, in many cases 
be able to repair the damage before it 
becomes beyond control, and we are saticn 
fied if a proper examination had to be 
passed, and a certificate required before being 
allowed to go to sea, many a vessel would reach 
port which at present are never more heard of, 











but are classed as missing. Therefore, in the 
interest of life at sea wé trust our members will 
use all moans at their disposal to secure this 
being made law, and thereby also obtain this 
bare act of justice to our trade.” In obtaining 
this the seamen may weil be expected to assist, 
sesing how important it is to them that all hands 
should be competent. As everyone knows, the 
Assoviated Shipwrights’ Society has rendered 
invaluable services to the shipwrights, and we 
are surprised to find that all shipwrights do not 
belong to it. This probably is due to its 
benefits not being sufficiently known. These 
include assistance in trade disputes, or 
when out of employment, compensation 
for loss of tools (very useful, as the Fleetwood 
men found after the fire), superannuation, sick, 
accident, and funeral benefits, from which it 
will be seen that the Shipwrights’ Society offers 
enormous advantages, which no man engaged 
in that pursuit, and having any regard for him- 
self or dependents, ean afford to despise. Ship- 
wrights who have joined may be congratulated, 
and to those who have not joined the best ad- 
vice their truest friends can give them is to lose 
no time in joining, about which there can be no 
difficulty, the Society having Branches at nearly 
every seaport. 





DUBLIN DOCKERS. 
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A largely attended meeting of members was 
held in St. Laurence O’Toole’s School on Wed- 
nesday, April 15, for the purpose of hearing an 
address from Mr. McGhee and electing office- 
bearers—Mr. John Clarke, president, in the chair. 
Mr. McGhee delivered a highly interesting speech 
on the Labour Questioa. H- outlined a plan for 
enforcing the claims of the men, which he said was 
much more certain and effectual than the strike. 
Labour had been looked upon by the commercial 
classes as a marketable commodity. Orthodox 
political economists had taught that it was 
governed by the same laws as any other article of 
commerce, and it had been treated as such by 
every employer of the }9th century. Now, if this 
was the case the labourer was quite within his 
right in applying to it the same principles as were 
followed by the commercial classes in disposing of 
their goods. If manufacturers did not get the 
prices they demanded they simply reduced the 
quantity and the quality of their material. 
Instead of woollen they put in shoddy, instead of 
linen they put in cotton and paste. If working 
men would only follow this example in their fight 
with the exploiting classes they would render their 
position invulnerable, and in spite of the most 
powerful combinstion of capital possible they 
would secure their just demands. The strike was 
a clumsy and ineiiev.ual weapon, and was often to 
alarge extent playing into the hands of the men 
they wished most to defeat. Mr. McGhee went 
into the application of this policy at considerable 
length, and pointed out how entirely successful it 
had been when applied by the dockers of Glasgow 
and Liverpool, In the second part of his speech 
he dealt exhaustively with the importance of the 
lano in the solution of the labour problem. Unless 
the land—the source and well-spring of the wealth 
and capital of the world—was restored to the 
people, labour Unions could only be of temporary 
benefit. The land was the just inheritance of the 
whole people, and it was preposterous for one class 
of individuals to lay claim to its absolute owner- 
ship. Every man should constitute himself an 
apostle of this great truth, and work unceasingly to 
convince his fellows of its soundness and im- 
portance. At the conclusion of his speech Mr. 
McGhee was awarded a very hearty vote of thanks 
on the motion of Mr. Cassidy. 

Mr. Foreman and Mr. Tyrrell each delivered a 
short address on the necessity of labour organisa- 
tion.

SHIPOWNERS BAIT A HOOK TO 
CATCH POOR JACK. 


Poor Jack indeed! The shipowners, with 
their hosts of harlots, boarding-house 
keepers, crimps, and other sharks, are 
ever on the track of the unfortunate sea- 
man, ever seeking some new means of 
devouring or reducing his hard earned 
wages, or setting him against his 
friends, and trampling him into the dust. 
In order to reduce wages to the 
old starvation rates, and to prevent 
seamen from obtaining redress of their 
many grievances, the Shipping Federation 
was formed to crush the Seamen’s Union, 
and has spent scores of thousands of pounds, 
and employed all manner of bad characters, 
male and female, and the most base 
methods, to carry’out its malicious objects. 
Defeated in fair fight by the seamen in 
many places, and fearing that the respect- 
able shipowners will have nothing to do 
with its abominable conspiracies, the Ship- 
ping Federation now tries to gull the 
unwary seaman with a so-called insurance 
scheme. In other words, the seamen’s 
worst enemies calmly assume that the 
seaman is idiot enough to believe that they 
are working for his benefit in proposing to 
charge him 1s. for the Federation ticket 
which will carry with it an insurance for 
£25 to be paid after his death to any person 
named in the ticket. The boarding-masterr, 
as we all know, are opposed to the Seamen’s 
Union. The Federation encourages them 
in their opposition, and would of course 
take care to place the seaman in the 
boarding-master’s power, so that the board- 
ing-master would be the person named on 
the ticket to whom the £25 would be paid 
in the event of the seaman's death, and the 
seaman’s relatives would get nothing. 


To Brisze tHe Crimes 


for assisting to keep seamen in slavery, and 
for working against the Union, is the real 
object of the proposed insurance scheme. 
Seeing that the owners never raised the 
seaman’s pay till forced to do so, and that 
the owners could give the seaman better 
food and pay, and redress many of his 
grievances without much expense, but will 
not do it till compelled, nobody out of a 
lunatic asylum can believe that the owners 
mean to benefit the seaman by the insur- 
ance scheme. Every person of the slightest 
common sense must know that the ship- 
owners would never propose anything to 
benefit the seamen, and that the fact that 
the insurance scheme is proposed by the 
owners proves that it is only meant to bene- 
fit the owners. The shipowners have been 
trying to get Mr. Chamberlain's approval of 
their insurance trick, so as to recommend it to 
seamen, but Mr. Chamberlain, like us, sees 
‘the possibility of the policy being made 
over to crimps or other persons not con- 
nected with the sailor by relationship.” 
Last week we quoted the opinion of some of 
the leading papers, which are dead against 
this insurance trick. These we may now 
supplement with the views of such tried and 
true frieuds of the working man as Mr. 
Evans, vice-president of the Seamen’s Union, 
and Mr. John Gardner, district secretary 
for the Bristol Channel. 





MR. JOHN GARDNER 


expressed himself to a newspaper 
strongly against the project. 

“The owners,” he said, “have never attempted 
to institute anything in favour of the men until the 
latter organised, and thereby put themselves into a 
position to make demands upon their employers. 
We thus view with suspicion any scheme which 
purports to be in the interest solely of the workmen. 
Most certainly we view this scheme, as at present 
before us, as nothing short of an attempt on the 
part of the owners to 


PUROHASE INDEMNITY, 


for the provision of the Employers’ Liability Bill, 
they well know, will soon be extended to seamen.” 

“But you object to the ticket, whether with a 
premium or not, don’t you?” 

“I object to a ticket in any shape or form, 
whether it carries a promised benefit in the way of 
insurance or not, The real intention of the ship- 
owner is to secure control over seamen in a manner 
similar to that attempted years ago by other em- 
ployers of labour in this country. The scheme is 
really one for the exclusion of men who may not 
make themselves agreeable or subservient to certain 
parties. It is an attempt, in short, to exclude 
certain labour from its legitimate channel.” 

“Tt is stated that a seaman has a right to a good 
character if he earns one, and that the holding of 
this insuranee ticket simply depends upon his 
character. What objection can there be to that?” 

“That may look very well on the face of it, but 
it often happens that for the slightest offence a 
man may be given 


A BAD DISCHARGE. 


It may be he has only asked for his rights, and if a 
man at the end of the voyage does not choose to 
accept just the conditions imposed by the captain 
his discharge is bad, and, in consequence, he forfeits 
allclaim. He is simply under the thumb of the 
master, who, in turn, is under the thumb of the 
owner. In case of any dispute the Board of Trade 
will tell you that the captain is the best judge of 
what good behaviour is. And you must remember, 
further, that even though the question of character 
may in theory be left to the Board of Trade, that 
Board has nothing to do with the issue of the 
ticket. That is left absolutely in the hands of the 
Federation. Thereby the Federation becomes the 
sole judge of what is good behaviour. 


THE SCHEME IS SIMPLY A WHIP 


to hold over the men’s heads, and the lash will be 
none the less stinging because the whip stick 
happens to be gilded with a £25 insurance policy. 
Besides, as far as our Union is concerned, we give 
as much as that and other benefits in addition.” 

‘“Tf everything else was good, however,” went 
on Mr. Gardner, “ there are one or two fatal flaws 
in the project itself that would make it impractic- 
able for ustoaccept. First, there is only one party 
to the contract, namely, the shipowner. This 
makes it self-evident that his sole desire is to get 
control of the men. If it is a wish to better the 
conditions of their employés, why do they not do 
so in the directions of better provisions and 
accommodation? If they desire to be upon better 
terms with their men let them 


TAKE THE MEN INTO THEIR CONFIDENCE. 


Let them convene a public meeting of the men and 
discuss the matter. Another flaw is that before a 
man can derive benefit he must be sailing on 
a Federation ship. He may have sailed on several 
Federation ship: in succession, and then go a voy- 
voyage on a non-Federation ship. Say while on 
this voyage the sbip is lost and he goes down. The 
ticket he has held, it may be for a long time, is of 
no use to his relatives because he is not in a 
‘Federation ship.’ Does not that show that the 
aim is not only to exclude certain labour from 
work, but also to prevent any holder of a ticket 
working upon a non-Federation ship?” 

“ Then have you anything to suggest ?” 

“T would suggest that the owners should leave 
the men alone; they themselves are making all the 
provision they require, and do not desire inter- 
ference in what is their personal business. I would 
also like to point out that we are quite ready and 
willing to go in for a conciliation board to settle all 
disputes.”

MR. FRED W. EVANS, 


vice-president of the Seamen’s ard Firemen’s Union, 
was also interviewed as to the scheme. He agreed 
completely with the views Mr. Gardner had ex- 
pressed, and re-emphasised the objection to tickets 
in any form whatever, 

“T regard,” he said, “the whole work of the 
Federation as an attempt to destroy the influence 
of the Seamen’s and Firemen’s Union, which they 
have already felt in the matter of wages and in the 





legislation of last session. Some three years 

Mr. T. Scrutton proposed and introduced into the 
House of Commons aninsurance scheme for the 
widows and orphans of deceased seamen, The 
objection to that measure holds good in referenog 
to this ticket. Although the shipowner was 
required to contribute, deductions were to have 
been made from the seamen’s earnings. Still the

thus jointly provided was to be in the hands of the 
shipowners. It was not until the seamen and fire. 
men were organised by Mr. J. H. Wilson and others 
did the shipowners show any interest in their well. 
being. It was the same with the miners, Untij 
Parliament seriously considered the Employers’ 
Liability Bill, little or nothing was done to provide 
against loss arising from the numerous fatal and 
other accidents. As the prospects of that Bill 
becoming law increased, the ceal-owners of South 
Wales and Monmouthshire adopted a plan of 
mutual insurance. I approve heartily of insurance, 
but I would point out in contra-distinction to this 
scheme that the miners are, in the main, m rs 
of the fund created. Now, in all probability, the 
next Bill dealing with employers’ liability will 


include

when the Federation will not fail to use this pro. 
posed assurance as an argument against this 
inclusion, I feel certain as regards this. The 
Seamen’s Union, if it continues in its present 
strength, will break down the shipowners’ opposition 
in the House of Commons.” 

“T look,” went on Mr. Evans, “ upon the estab- 
lishment of the Federation and the issue of the 
ticket as designed for one specific purpose, What-

the Federation may now make, the one thing 
constantly before them is the destruction of the 
men’s Union, which has done more in three years 
than all that had been done previously by philan- 
thropic and spasmodic efforts.” 

“Do you share the objection to making the 
ticket valuable upon the possession of a good 
character ?” 

“No one would object to men having good 
characters, and our Union constantly endeavours to 
ensure a man retaining a good character. But we 
object to character certificates. Years the 
same thing was tried on land, and all the Trades 
Unions fought against the impusition of such a 
sign of bondage. And

in destroying the attempt of employers to secure 
preference of employment for men who were 
favoured by any member of the Owners’ Federa- 
tion, There is this further objection to the Fede- 
ration ticket. It assumes to supersede the stringent 
clauses of the Merchant Shipping Acts, which give 
every possible protection to the shipowner and 
impose serious penalties upon seamen guilty of 
misconduct. As an instance, a seaman is the 


ONLY WORKMAN LIABLE 


to imprisonment for breach of civil contract where 
no danger to persons and property is entailed by 
his act.” 

“ As for the Shipping Federation itself,” said Mr. 
Evans, “I believe it will see the fate that befel the 
Federation of Employers of Great Britain in the 
year 1881. his was established about the year 
1872, and was at its greatest strength in the years 
179-80, when it devoted its influence against the 
passing cf the Employers’ Liability Bill. Iremem- 
ber being present in July, 1880, at Downing-street, 
when a deputation of employers from this Federa- 
tien boasted that they represented a capital of 
£1,300,000,000. The year after this

into insignificance. Some few years after 1 had 
an interview with the secretary of that Federation, 
and his opinion was that a Federation of employers 
who were competitors in the commercial world 
could not be of long duration, and that sooner of 
later their rivalries or jealousies would become 
stronger than their need for combination. Arguing 
from that, I venture to predict that the rivalries am 
jealousies of capitalists interested io shipping ¥ 
destroy their Federation.”

Mr, Wilson, we understand, is not in favour of the 
petitions for his release, and would not care to be 

eased as &@ favour. Unless released as a matter 
of right he would rather not be released at all. He 
was visited last week by Mr. Key, one of the Union 
trustees, who found him in good spirits. Mr. John 
Gardner saw him on Monday and found him in the 
same state. 

A memorial signed, we hear, by over 200 members 
of Parliament in favour of Mr. Wilson’s release was 
sent to the Home Secretary, who was asked to 
receive @ deputation on the subject, which he 
declined to do. 

As will be seen from this week’s reports from 
the Sailors’ and Firemen’s Union, in addition to 
the resolutions reported last week, others have 
been ed on tbe subject of Mr. Wilson’s im- 
prisonment, which is also condemned by numerous 
other Societies and public bodies. 

The Executive of the Ayrshire Miners’ Union 
have unanimously passed a resolution condemning 
the sentence, and demanding an amendment of the 
conspiracy laws, a copy of the resolution to be sent 
to the Home Secretary. 

At a public meeting of the General Railway 
Workers’ Union at New Swindon, a resolution of 
sympathy with Mr. Wilson has been passed. 


THE HOME SECRETARY'S DECISION. 


Mr. Joseph Henry Jones, solicitor to the Cardiff 
Branch of the Seamen’s and Firemen’s Union, has 
received the following reply to the petition sent 
from Cardiff, and signed by over 5.000 Cardiff 
ratepayers, praying that the sentence of six weeks’ 
imprisonment passed on Mr. J. H. Wilson, general 
secretary to the Union, should be cancelled or 
changed to a fine :—[coPy.]—Whitehall, April 18, 
1891.—S1R,-,With reference to the representations 
which you have submitted in favour of Joseph 
Havelock Wilson, who has been sentenced to six 
weeks’ imprisonment for taking part in an unlawful 
assembly at Cardiff, I am directed by the Secretary 
of State to acquaint you that he has carefully con- 
sidered the same, and all the circumstances of the 
case, and that he has been in communication with 
the Recorder before whom it was tried, but I am to 
express to you Mr. Matthews’ regret that he has 
failed to ver any sufficient ground to justify 
him in advising Her Majesty to interfere with the 
sentence.—I am, Sir, your obedient servant, G.

No one, says the South Wales Daily News, will 
be surprised at this ultimatum from the Home 
Office, least of all Mr. Wilson himself.

“T readily acknowledge that to me the repeated 
street processions and disturbances out of which 
Mr. Wilson’s prosecution arose, are extremely dis- 
tasteful, not serving, so far as I can see, any good 
purpose, while certainly prejudicing the minds of 
quiet and orderly business people against the cause 
which they are designed to aid. I am not surprised 
that they have brought suffering and disappoint- 
ment upon Mr. Wilson, who took so active a part 
in them.” 

This has given great offence to the supporters of 
Mr. Wilson, and Mr. John Gardner, the Cardiff 
secretary of the Seamen’s Union, has addressed 
the following letter to the local papers on the 
subject :— 

“ $rR,—Will you allow me, on behalf of my friend, 
Mr. J. H. Wilson. who is at present unable to speak 
for himself, to offer one observation on the letter of 
Sir E. J. Reed, the member for the borough, in your 
Saturday’s issue.» I do not propose to undertake 
any defence to the grave accusation therein brought 
against Mr. Wilson of taking an active ,part in re- 
peated disturbances—a more extensive charge, we 
may remark, than that brought against him at his 
trial. I leave to Mr. Wilson, when he is again at 
liberty, to deal with Sir E. J. Reed’s criticisms as 
he deems fit; but I take it on myself, and I am 
authorised by his other friends who are acting with 
me in his interests, to say that we feel some sur- 
prise and some regret that the hon. member should 
have selected the moment when the candidate for 
Deptford is in gaol, with his lips closed, to unburden 
his mind of this severe rebuke, accompanied as it 
is by an almost complacent reference to sufferings 
which we should have expected to command the 
silence even of the candid friend.—I am, &c., Jonn 
GARDNER.

SHIPPING FEDERATION SUED, 


In the Court of the Lord Mayor of London, before 
Sir W. T. Oharley and a jury, on April 21,'four 
actions were brought, in which Alfred Gibbs, 
Thomas Judson, Ernest Baker, and Thomas George 
Barker, each sued the Shipping Federation, 
Limited, to recover damages fcr the alleged breach 
of an agreement to employ them in the docks for 
three months certain. Mr. H. L. Cancellor was 
counsel for the plaintiffs, Mr. Leonard for the 
defendants. 

In opening the case for the plaintiff Gibbs, Mr. 
Cancellor said that in the strikes which arose the 
defendants took men into the docks and boarded 
and lodged them, besides paying high wages, and 
placed them under police protection. The plaintiff 
Gibbs had been employed by the Great Eastern 
Railway at 30s. per week, and while the strike at 
the docks was on, a Mr. McLean, representing the 
defendants, came to him and offered him £2 103. 
per week with board and lodging in the docks. 
The plaintiff hesitated about accepting the offer 
because he was afraid of the violence of the Union 
mepv. However, he accepted, and was told by Mr. 
McLean that the engagement would be for three 
months certain. He went into the docks and saw 
Major Armitt, the labour master, who also told him 
that the engagement would be for three months 
certain. At the end of the first week the plaintiff 
with all the other men attended at the office to 
receive their wages. They were then told that they 
would have to sign a contract or they would not 
receive any money. The printed contracts were 
handed round, and the plaintiff Gibbs noticed that 
one of the conditions was that the engagement 
could be terminated by a week’s notice on either 
side. He demurred to this, and said he had an 
agreement for three months certain. He was then 
told, with the other men, that that engagement 
would stand, and that the question of notice would 
only arise at the termination of the three months. 
The men then signed the agreement. Ona Wednes- 
day, in the second week, the plaintiff Gibbs was sent 
for and told that he would not be required any 
longer. He was paid his wages to the end of the 
week, and one week's wages in lieu of notice. The 
reason for this action on the part of the defendants 
was that the defendants had found that they had 
broken the power of the Trade Unions, and were 
therefore independent of the men who had isolated 
themselves from their wives and families and gone 
to the assistance of the shipowners at a critical 
time. The men, however, had to leave, but they 
found that they were “ marked men,” and could not 
get employment anywhere. So they brought these 
actions, The Common Serjeant took the point that 
the plaintiffs having signed the agreements were 
bound by them, and after some argument the 

laintiffs were nonsuited, without any evidence 
aving been given. Leave was given to appeal. 





IMPORTANT TO SEAMEN. 
WHAT IS DESERTION? 


At Hull Police Court, a seaman named Patrick 
Noonan summoned W. H. Oockerline, captain 6f 
the steamship Zaternational, for the payment of 
£12 3s. 101, a balance of wages due to him. The 
case contained many points, and after a lengthy 
hearing the magistrates adjourned the case in order 
to further consider it. 

In giving their decision on April 13, Alderman 
Woodhouse said: In this case Patrick Noonan, the 
complainant, summoned W. H. Cockerline, the 
defendant, to obtain payment of £12 3s. 10i.,a 
balance of wages alleged to b2 due to him as a 
seaman on board the defendant's vessel, called the 
International. The complainant was engaged as an 
A.B. seaman on board the defendant's vessel under 
articles in pursuance of the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1854, dated Nov. 22, 1890, for a voyage from 
Cardiff to Halifax (N.S.), and various ports men- 
tioned, not to exceed 12 months, at £5 per month. 
The International sailed from Cardiff on Nov. 24, 
1890. On or about March 20 last the ship arrived 
at Bremerhaven. On Saturday evening, March 21, 
after the work of the day was done, the com- 
plainant and a fireman went on shore, He had no 
express permission from the captain or any of the 
officers, but went, he says, to see ashoemaker. He 
and others had been in the habit at the different 
ports at which they had called of going on shore 
after the day’s work was done, without protest and 
as a matter of course. The witness admittedly 
gave his evidence very candidly, and there appeared 
no reason to doubt the accuracy of his statements. 
When on shore on March 21 he got drunk, and was 
locked up. On the following morning (Sunday), 
about 11 a.m., he was brought before the magistrate 
and fined, and at once taken down to his ship by a 
policeman, only to find it had just left. He was 
taken back, and on the fourth day, on the inter- 
vention of the British Consul, he was liberated and 
sent on to England. He stated that he had no 
intention of not returning to the ship when he left 
it to go on shore, and he had no complaint to make 
against either the ship or the master. Upon these 
facts some important points were raised, and very 
ably and exhaustively argued by the respective 
advocates. We were asked by Mr. Jackson, for the 
defendant, to say that desertion was proved, and 
that complainant had, under Sub-section 1 of 
Section 243 of the “Mercantile Shipping Act, 
forfeited his right to recover any wages. It was also 
insisted under Section 250 that this desertion was 
established by mere proof of the engagement, of 
the absence of complainant from the sbip on its 
arrival in port, and of the entry in the log-book. 
On the other hand it was contended that to con- 
stitute desertion it must be found that the seaman 
had no intention to return when he left the ship, 
and that if he quitted it animo revertendi, there 
was no desertion. Prima facie, the onus of proving 
desertion, in answer to a claim for wages, is on the 
master or owner, and the object of Section 250 
appears only to be to facilitate the proof, and its 
effect is to shift the onus on to the seaman, when- 
ever the fact of his absence without leave, coupled 
with an entry thereof in the log-book, is proved ; 
but it has been judicially decided that such entry 
is not in itself conclusive, and we think, from a 
close comparison of the 250th section with the 
language of Sub-section 2 of the 243rd Section, 
that it is obvious that there may be absence without 
leave not amounting to desertion. What the sea- 
man has to show is not merely that he had sufficient 
reason for leaving the ship, but for leaving it 
« without the intention to return.” In other words, 
the Court must be satisfied as a fact that there was 
no intention on the part of the complainant to 
return, in order to constitute him a deserter, 
liable to all the serious penalties attached to 
that offence, It is to be observed, too, th at the 
entry in the log-book falls short of treating com- 
plainant as a deserter. The entry is “O.N., A.B, 
on shore without leave; ship being ready for sea, 
left him behind.” Had the idea of the captain 
been that complainant had deserted, we hardly 
think he would have failed to record the fact, 
as in that event we think he should in clear and 
definite terms. In the case of “ Button v. Thomp- 
son” cited before us, which was a claim by a mate 
in an action before the High Court under very 
similar circumstances, the jury found against the 
plaintiff as to negligence and misconduct, but 
expressly negatived desertion, and, therefore, = 
forfeiture operated. As, therefore, we are po 
opinion that there was no desertion In «point o 
fact, we are not called upon to determine ha 
further point raised and argua@d as to whet = 
wages from month to month already earned cou 
be included in such forfeiture, 1WVe hold, however, 
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that complainant has, by his misconduct, brought 
himself within Sub-section 2 of Section 243, and 
“for his absence without sufficient reason from 
his ship not amounting to desertion” he must 
forfeit £3 6s. 8d., and we accordingly order pay- 
ment by defendant of the sum of £8 17s. 2d. 





SHIPMASTERS’ AND OFFICERS’ 
UNION, 


At the usual weekly meeting at the Offices, Mar- 
ket-place, South Shields, the general manager 
(Capt. J. W. Wright) occupied the chair, and there 
was a good attendance. The secretary (Oaptain 
H. T. Barrett) read his report. The executive 
meeting was held on Monday and Tuesday last 
week when there were present a full complement 
of representatives from the various districts. A 
lengthy and animated discussion took place 
regarding the numerical and financial position of 
the Union, which was of a satisfactory char- 
acter, and measures were adopted in regard 
to the future government of the association, 
which it was concluded would tend to its future 
stability and progress. It was also unanimously 
resolved that the Association act independently of 
other societies, and for the carrying out in their 
integrity the objects and aims for which the society 
was established. It was fully believed this would 
tend to the advancement of its members. It was 
likewise resolved, for the better accommodation of 
the members and the transaction of business, to re- 
move the offices to more ccmmodious and con- 
venient rooms in the same building at an early date. 
Reference was made to the independent and disin- 
terested action of the members of the Executive in 
regard to the welfare of the Union. Measures were 
being taken in regard to the opening of a room at 
the shipping office for the accommodation of cer- 
tificated officers while seeking engagements, and 
with this object application was intended to be 
made to the President of the Board of Trade. Re- 
ports from the various Branches, which were of a 
satisfactory character, were also read and. adopted. 
The secretary’s report was unanimously adoptee, 
and after the transaction of routine business, the 
meeting terminated with the usual votes of thanks. 

Lieut. Tankerville Chamberlayne, R.N.R., has 
accepted the post of President of the London 
Branch, which, thanks to the energy of Captain 
Nash, has been making rapid progress of late, over 
ha'f the members of Captain Froud’s Union having 
left it to enlist with Captain Nash, who appears to 
enjoy a laige acd influential circle of friends 
among captains and -officers of the best liners 
sailing out of London and Southampton. 

With reference to the recent notice by the present 
secretary of the Shipmasters’ and Officers’ Union 
that Captain Lucceck, the late secretary, has now 
nothing todo with that Union, Captain Luccock, 
who is at present chief officer of a steamer, writes 
to us that he has no wish to have anything to do 
with that Union under its present management. 

Another correspondent asserts that some of the 
officials of the Union are sailors and firemen without 
certificates, and urges that all its officials should be 
certificated men. As we have not a list of its 
officials we are unable to say whether this complaint 
is well founded er not. From another quarter we 
have the suggestion that the head office should be 
in London, not in Shields. All we can say at pre- 
sont is that members should meet together and 
decide among themselves what is best to be done, 
and remember that if the Union is to do any good 
there must be harmony among its members, and it 
is only by aiming at promoting the interests of 
masters and officers as a body that the interests of 
each individval member can be served. Any 
attempt to sacrifice the interests of the Union as a 
whole to the interests of individuals must be fatal 
to all concerned, and should be severely dealt with.

SEAMEN AND PILOTS. 


A meeting of the seamen and firemen of the port 
of Bristol was held on April 16, at the Ship Inn, 
Redcliff Hill, for the purpose of considering 
the Bill promoted in the House of Commons for 
the reduction of the compulsory pilotage area of 
the port. Mr. T. J. Dancey (secretary of the local 
Branch of the Seamen’s Union) took the chair. 
The chairman, in his opening remarks, dwelt on 
the necessity of having pilots to navigate the Bristol 
Channel who were thoroughly competent and knew 
all the dangerous points, with which they as sailorg 
knew it bristled. Let them support the preseut 
compulsory system of pilotage which had been re- 
tained for over a century, and which was needed as 
much now as ever. Captain Cawley said he could 
not see that the ratepayers of Bristol would be 
saved a single farthing by the alteration of the 
present system, and the Bill introduced in the 
Commons would not affect the trade of the port in 
any way. He proposed the following resolution :— 
‘‘That this meeting of the seamen and firemen of 
Bristol especially called for the purpose of consider- 
ing the provisions of the Bill now before Parliament 
for the purpose of abolishing compulsory pilotage 
on vessels trading to the port, are unanimously of 
opinion that such abolition will greatly imperil our 
lives and the lives of our fellows whilst performing 
the most perilous portion of their voyage, and 
strongly condemn such high-handed interference 
with their security at sea by those who do not 
share the perils thereon, and who only have a mone- 
tary object in view by such abolition. We there- 
fore respectfully, yet firmly, request the members 
of Parliament to vote against the second reading of 
the Bill, as being derogatory to the opinions of the 
skilled mariners of the past and of the present day, 
who have by founding, fostering, and supporting 
an efficient pilotage service at Lundy Island pro- 
moted the security of their fellow seafarers, and 
rendered the Bristol Channel free from disasters 
frequent elsewhere. It is hereby resolved that a 
petition be sent to Parliament asking that the sea- 
men of Bristol may be heard by counsel against 
the Bill, and that such petition be signed by the 
chairman on behalf of this neeting.” Captain 
Langdon seconded the resolution, and it was carried 
unanimously. Mr. Broad read the petition which it 
was decided to forward to Pariiament.

CANDID CONFESSION. 














Whatever else may be said of the 
average shipowner and his newspapers, 
nobody can fairly accuse them of habitual 
veracity, but they sometimes blurt out the 
truth by accident. A blunder of this sort 
has just been made by one of the ship- 
owners’ organs in Liverpool, which, in an 
article dealing with the Shipping Federa- 
tion’s proposed ‘‘Insurance Scheme”—most 
suggestive that word “scheme ”’—says :— 

The Shipying Federation have started an in- 

surance scheme “ to strengthen the hands of the 
shipowners in the struggle they have been carrying 
on with Unionists, and at the same time lead to a 
conviction that they have the interests of their men 
at heart.” 
The italics are ours, and we have to thank 
our contemporary for such a candid con- 
fession of the objects of the Federation 
insurance scheme How a shipowners’ 
paper came to be thus candid may 
be puzzling, but after this confession the 
absurd pretence of the shipowners that the 
scheme is for the benefit of the seamen can 
surely deceive nobody. For here we have 
it, on the authority of a shipowners’ paper, 
that the scheme is not to benefit the sea- 
men but to help the shipowners against 
Unionists, and to delude seamen into the 
belief that the Federation has the interests 
of the men at heart. But this is not all. 
We are further told :— 

If 150,000 men could be induced to join the 
free labour movement, the shilling per head would 
bring in £7,500, and if 2,000 were ‘‘ killed or lost 
at sea” the total amount for which the Federation 
would be liable comes to £42,500 for one year, but 
as the shilling is to stand good so long as men 
remain in the service the Federation insurance 
would have to be sustained by annual tonnage sub- 
scriptions reduced yearly by new entries ot ticket 
men. 

We cannot, adds the same paper, seriously advise 


as at present proposed. There is far more satis- 
faction to be obtained from the payment of a fair 
premium to a first-class company than by receiving 
the offered dole of outdovur relief, and so far a 
our experience of officers and engineers leads us to 
come to a conclusion, we believe this part of the 
scheme will be a failure. As regards the seamen 
there is a good deal to be said in favour of the 
idea, and if the penny per ton will break up the 
Union ring, and place wages on their proper footing, 

the expenditure will be very cheap. 

This means that it is cheaper for the ship- 

owners to subscribe towards the insurance 

scheme than to pay the Union wages, and 

that the object is not to benefit seamen at 

all, but to entice them out of the Union, so 

that wages may be reduced. All this we 
have on the authority of a newspaper sup- 

ported by shipowners, and bitterly hostile 
to the Union, so that nobody can say it is 
only the misrepresentation of that scheme by 
itsenemies. The account above quoted of 
that scheme is not the seamen’s but the 
shipowners’, which in a too candid moment 
has been allowed to leak out. 


THE TORY REVOLUTIONARY. 


The general secretary of the Seamen’s 
Union will have to serve out the full period of 
six weeks’ imprisonment to which he was so 
unjustly sentenced at Cardiff. That is the de- 
cision of the Home Secretary, who declines 
to interfere. The miscarriage of justice in 
Mr. Wilson’s case deserved condemnation, 
and it has been generally condemned far 
and near, except, of course, by the 
capitalists and their sycophants. But to 
condemn the sentence and to petition for 
Mr. Wilson’s release are two different things. 
Condemnation was proper and useful; 
petitioning was useless and unwise, although 
unquestionably well meant. To petition 
was to assume that justice might be 
expected, and such an assumption was 
an insult to common sense—implying, 
moreover, ®& gross misrepresentation 
of the present Home Secretary, who cer- 
tainly does not deserve “he reputation of 
doing the right thing; for a Minister who 
has distinguished himself by his blunders 
may well regard it as an imputation on his 
character that anybody should deem him 
capable of anything but blundering. How 
Mr. Matthewshas attacked theright of public 
meeting and free speech, how he has taken 
the part of the capitalists in every struggle, 
and how he has stirred up more discontent 
in England during the few short years he 
has been Home Secretary than most 
Cabinet Ministers can manage in a life- 
time, need not be repeated. It is all so 
notorious that few expected that he would 
reverse or shorten Mr. Wilson’s sentence, 
therefore few will be disappointed by his 
refusal, and we are certainly not among 
that few. Mr. Matthews has rendered 
many services to the cause of revolution by 
stirring up discontent, and his refusal to 
release Mr. Wilson is not the least, and 
must be cheerfully acknowledged as such. 
This refusal will tend to hasten an alteration 
of the law, and confirm the conviction that 
the masses cannot expect justice from the 
classes. It will also help to show the masses 
the folly of allowing the classes to rule over 
them. If the House of Commons were not 
packed with capitalists, Parliament would, 
directly the sentence was passed, have re- 
flected the indignation of working men, 
and the Minister who endorsed that sentence 
would have been hounded from office 
forthwith. But vast numbers of toilers, 
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have no voice in the election of members of 
Parliament. So Parliament is almost ex- 
clusively engaged in idle talk or vote- 
catching measures of a generally useless or 
mischievous nature. Yet the seamen, 
thanks to Mr. J. H. Wilson, are now so far 
organised that they can count upon the 
sympathy of other working men who 
manage to send a few representatives to 
Parliament, and some of those members it 
may be expected will call the attention of 
Parliament to his sentence and the existing 
state of the law, therefore a great deal more 
will be heard of this. So far from hearing 
the last we have hardly yet heard the first 
of the matter. In the meantime it is due 
to Mr. Wilson to add that he was not in 
favour of the petition for his release, and 
did not care to be released as a matter of 
favour but only as a matter of right. His 
unjust imprisonment for simply nothing 
but working for the seamen, is securing 
for him and the Union such increased sup- 
port that it is worth many thousands of 
pounds and years of work to the cause, 
therefore the general opinion amongst his 
friends is that it is one of the best things 
that ever happened to the Union or him. 





For Services aT SeA—The Board of Trade 
have received through the Foreign Office the under- 
mentioned testimonials, which have been awarded 
by the President of the United States of America to 
British subjects, in recognition of services rendered 
by them to United States subjects or to the crews 
of United States vessels in distress:—A gold medal 
awarded to Mr. R. P. Charles, master of the ship 
Amorette, of Swansea, for services rendered to 
certain American citizens at the island of Navassa, 
in conveying a call for aid from them to the United 
States Consul at Kingston (Jamaica). A gold 
medal for Mr. John 8. Kerr, owner of the steamer 
Atalanta, of London ; a gold watch and chaio for 
Mr. C. E, Cook, master of that vessel; a gold medal 
for the chief officer, Mr. W. P. Cook; and a gold 
meéal for the second officer, C. Birken, in recog- 
nition of their services in rescuing the shipwrecked 
crews of the American vessels Belle of the Bay and 
Spotless, in October, 1890, off Cape Hatteras. A 
binocular glass awarded to Mr. John C. Bainbridge, 
master of the steamer Deer Hill, of West Hartlepool, 
and a gold watch and chain to Mr. C. Beatty, mate 
of that vessel, for their humanity and kindness to 
the shipwrecked crew of the American brigantine 
Angelia, whom they rescued at sea. 


SHIPBUILDING TRADE.—Mr. Knight, in his 
monthly report to the members of the Boilermakers’ 
and Iron Shipbuilders’ Society, says :—The returns 
from our districts show that our members are well 
employed. We learn from the Tees that “ the ship- 
building industry there continues in healthy and 
prosperous condition, for, although the launches 
have been numerous, the yards appear as full of 
work as ever. The boiler shops are well employed 
and the bridge yards in a state of activity.” The 
report from the Liverpool and Birkenhead district 
says that “trade remains much about the same as 
last month, namely, good onthe whole. There has 
been a slight falling off of repairs.” The Tyne re- 
port says that “in some of the yards things are 
not looking quite so healthy 2s we would wish, 
while the other yards stand in a fairly good position 
for work. The repairs are very plentiful.” We 
find on the Wear that in nearly all the yards the 
building berths are occupied, and there are at 
present under construction 49 vessels of 118,113 
tons, compared with 58 vessels of 121,310 tons 
building in March last year. The work, however, 
does not appear to be pushed forward so rapidly as 
it was twelve months ago, clearly indicating that 
there is no pressing demand for the completion of 
the vessels. Our Clyde district reports :—‘The 
contracts booked do not quite keep pace with the 
branches duringthe month. The orders placed re- 
present about 24,000 tons. The work on hand 
amounts to about 270,000 tons compared with 
260,000 at the same date of last year. Of the 
orders booked 2,000 tons went to Dundee, 13,200 to 
Greenock, 6,200 to yards in the upper reaches of 
the Clyde, and 2,600 to Troon and Campeltown.” 
The report from Hull is “that our members are 
well employed, although a few have finished their 
jobs on repairs.” London reports “a falling off in 
repairs. ‘The locomotive shops are steady, and the 
shipyards moderately.” Belfast yards are full of 
work, also Barrow-in-Furness, 





NAUTICAL NEWS. 


THE committee appointed by the Board of Trade 
to inquire into the question of watertight bulk- 
heads will soon report. 

MR. PaGET, owner of the yacht Columbine, has 
been elected commodore of the Royal Victoria 
Yacht Club, in place of the Marquis of Exeter. 

THE largest number of emigrants ever carried by 
one ship left Queenstown April 17, when the Cunard 
steamer Cephalonia sailed for Boston with 1,440 
souls on board. 

THE freedom of the Hull Trinity House is to be 
conferred upon Sir A. K. Rollit, M P., and Mr. 
C. H. Wilson, M.P., in recognition of their services 
to the commerce of the port. 

THE British barque Curlew, which recently 
arrived at Pensacola from Rio Janeiro, had 18 cases 
of yellow fever on board. Four deaths from the 
fever occurred during the passage. 

At Glasgow a large boiler was being lowered 
into the hold of the steamer Ophir, when one of the 
links of the crane chain gave way, and the boiler 
fell into the hold, injuring three men. 

Mr. Furness, M.P. for West Hartlepool, intends 
turning his steamship business into a limited 
liability company, in order that it may not be 
debarred from carrying out Government contracts. 

THE paddle-wheel ferry-boat must go. This is 
the edict just issued in New York, where the 
paddle-wheelers are being sold or laid-up, and 
speedy, smart-looking, screw-steamers are taking 
their places. 

On Saturday an attempt was made at Dundee to 
ship a crew for the steamer Diamond at £4 10s. 
per month for seamen, and £4 16s. firemen, being 
5s. below the Union rates. The men refused the 
rates offered. 

On board the steamer Dryad,West Indies to New 
York, yellow fever broke out. A seaman named 
James Cocoran, and a fireman named Malachi 
Dairs, died of fever at Odmaryu on the 18th, and 
another fireman, Patrick Scully, died on Mar. 21. 

Sir EDWARD BIRKBECK has given notice in the 
House of Commons of a resolution in favour of the 
establishment ef telephonic and telegraphic com- 
munication on the coasts between all coastguard 
and signal stations, in order to give facilities for the 
more speedy employment of lifeboats and rocket 
apparatus. 

THE ship Ullock has arrived in the Mersey in 
command of the chief officer. Captain James T. 
Christie burst a blood vessel and died on Mar. 8, 
while at sea, and was buried on the followiag day. 
Captain Christie was 43 years of age, and leaves a 
widow and one child. 


THE general council of the Marine Engineers’ 
Union propose holding their annual conference on 
Friday and Saturday, May 8 and 9, at the Y.M.C.A. 
Lecture Hai], John-street, Sunderland. Repre- 
sentatives will be present from branches and 
agencies of the Union at all the principal British 
and Continental seaports. 


THE result of the inquiry into the stranding of 
the Charles, s, was that the Court found that the 
casuality was caused by the utter neglect of the 
lead, the master having steamed on in the direction 
of Harrington Head until the steamer grounded ; 
that the master alone was in default, and that his 
certificate be suspended for six calendar months, 
but recommended that a mate’s certificate be 
granted to him. 


AT the Lawford’s Gate Petty Session, on April 20, 
Nathaniel Munro was charged that, on divers days 
in the months of December, January, February, 
March and April, he being master of the ship Karoo, 
did, when on a voyage from Port Townsend 
(Tacoma) toa port in the United Kingdom, omit 
to serve his crew with a sufficient quantity of lime 
juice and sugar, as provided by Section 4 of the 
Merchant Shipping Act. Fined £5 and costs. 


THE result of the inquiry into the collision 
between the Broughshane, s, and the Charlies, s, 
is that the Court finds that a proper look-out was 
not kept on board the Broughshane, and so she 
came in collision wish the sunken steamer Charles; 
that the vessel was not navigated with seamanlike 
care, and that the master was in default, but 
taking all circumstances into consideration the 
Court refrained from dealing with his certificate. 


THE Board of Trade have awarded their si ver 
medal for gallantry in saving life at sea to James 
R. Simpson, second hand of the steam trawler 
Rector, of Grimsby, in recognition of his services 
in rescuing, at much risk, H. Wicks, one of the 
crew of that vessel who was carried overboard by a 
heavy sea on March 29, 1891. The Board recently 
awarded their bronze medal for gallantry to 
Simpson for rescuing a shipmate from drowning.

Mr. Maxwell, assistant to the general secretary 
has received from Mr. Keir Hardy, president of 
the Ayrshire Miners’ Union, a resolution passed by 
the executive of that body expressing warm a 
proval of the efforts of Mr. Plimsoll to protect the 
lives of seamen, and agreeing to support him by 
every possible means, and instructing the local 
branches of the Union to petition in favour of the 
Merchant Shipping Act (No. 2) Amendment Bill 
now before Parliament. 

Tidal Basin Basin held its usual weekly meeti 
in the schoolroom, Tidal Basin, on April 17, when 
Bro, Garvie was voted to the chair. The new mem. 
bers for the week were admitted, and the minutés 
and financial statement read and accepted. Mr, 
T. W. Brown, the solicitor for the Union, attended 
and delivered a very able speech, as likewise did 
Mr. England, the general treasurer.

The weekly meeting of the Birkenhead Branch 
was held on Wednesday, April 15, Mr. James 
Hughes presiding.

The names of new members 
enrolled during the week (23 in number) were then 
submitted acd accepted to membership, on the 
motion of Bro. Thomas Owens, seconded by Bro. 
Robert Rogers. It was decided, on the motion of 
Bro. G. Collins, seconded by Bro. Thomas Owens, 
that the expenses incurred in the transfer of the 
banking account to the Liverpool Branch of the 
National Provincial Bank of England be approved. 
After some remarks from the chairman respect: 
the Poor Law Guardian election, and the able 
stand made by the labour candidate, the meeting 
adjourned, ’ 
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“At the Liverpool Police Court, April 17, before 

Mr. Stewart, stipendiary magistrate, Samuel 
Brown, late secretary in Liverpool of 

‘Nos. 1 and 2 Branches of the Seamen’s Union was 
summoned for embezzling sums of money belong- 
‘ing to the Union. Mr. Taylor, instructed by Mr. 
Tetlow, appeared for the prosecution, and Mr. H. 
‘f, Neale for the defendant. Mr. Neale said the 
case had been adjourned for an examination of the 
pooks on behalf of the defendant, but this had 
“been refused, and he would have to ask for another 
adjournment *for this purpose, as it was only fair 
to the defendant. Mr. Taylor said he was in- 
structed that Mr. Tetlow did not think it right to 
‘have the books inspected without an order. They 
‘were willing to give the opportunity if the Bench 
intimated that it should be done. William M‘Lean 
‘Maxwell, assistant secretary to the Seamen’s Union 
at the head office in London, 19, Buckingham- 
street, Strand, produced the certificate of incorpora- 
tion and rules of the Union, and returns of the 
‘weekly receipts and expenditure of Nos. 1 and 2 
Branches in Liverpool, of which the defendant was 
secretary. Remittances had also been received 
‘from the defendant of subscriptions received from 
members of non-local Branches to the amount of 
£72 8s. 3d. from Jan. 7 to Mar. 5. The case was 
then adjourned for 14 days for an examination of 
the books, receipts, and other documents on behalf 
of the defendant. 

The Bootle Branch held their usual weekly 
meeting Tuesday night last, the 2lst inst., Mr. 
Chas. Ham in the chair, Mr. J. W. McGovern in the 
vice-chair. After the usual routine, the financial 
statement for the past quarter (a very favourable 
one) was passed, on the motion of Mr. 
McGovern, seconded by Mr. A. Hepburn. The 
Shipping Federation insurance scheme was then 
brought forward, and Mr. Nicholson read an 
article from a Liverpool shipowners’ newspaper, in 
which it said that if the Federation could only 
break down the Union ring, and reduce the wages 
to what they were formerly, it would pay them to 
pay this insurance. Mr. McGovern, commenting 
on this, said that was what the Federation 
was established for. They saw that the Union 
was getting strong, and they meant to do 
their best to break it up. An instance of 
this was the wrongful imprisonment of Mr. 
Wilson. Mr. Nicholson said, that in his opinion, this 
was one of the crafty moves of the shipowners to 
help them against the passing of the extension of 
the Employers’ Liability Act to sailors and firemen. 
When this question came before the House of 
Parliament, they would urge this as an excuse, and 
say there was no need ‘to pass this Bill as they 
were already doing all they could for the seafaring 
classes. Mr. Murphy moved, that any man who 
had a privilege in the past be allowed to rejoin at 
the current rate of entrance fee, 30 long as he can’t 
be proved to be a blackleg. This was seconded by 
Mr. Hepburn, and carried. A vote of confidence 
in the officials of the district was then passed, and 
the meeting adjourned at 10.30. 

‘On Monday, April 20, at the weekly meeting of 
Liverpool No. 1 Branch, Mr. A. Duncan presided, 
supported by Mr. J. Rogers, the vice-chairman. 
The chairman having opened the meeting, the sus- 
pension of the standing orders was agreed to, to 
enable the district secretary, Mr. W. Nicholson, to 
address the meeting on various important matters, 
ashe had to attend a public meeting. He informed 
the members of the steps that had been taken 
lately to bring, if possible, into practical working 
order, local boards of conciliation, so that in 
future, he said, workers and their employers may 
meet on common ground, and discuss in an 
amicable manner any disputes which msy arise, the 
idea being that these conciliation boards should be 
formed of equal numbers of labour representatives 
and representatives of the employers, who could 
meet and discuss any cause of dispute which may 
arise inthe local labour world. Being furnished 
With full powers by their respective constituents, it 
is hoped that reasonable and fair conclusions may 
be arrived at, thus avoiding the costly and bar- 
barous method of strikes or locks-out which, under 
the most favourable conditions, entail loss of time, 
temper, and money, on those engaged therein 
on either side, and inevitably result in inconvenieuce 
and cost to the public at lrge. Fairness and 
reasonable demands cannot, in the nature of things, 
beso well looked for, in strikes and locks-out where 
not only the interests but the passions of both 
parties are aroused, which tend to embitter the 
dispates and obscure the original issue, but where 
the parties to a dispute meet in a board room 

ked up with the desire of both sides to avoid a 
Conflict, the result of their deliberations may be 
Tegarded more hopefully. It must be observed that 
this movement to form Conciliation Boards in the 
Port. of Liverpool is a genuine attempt on the part 
of the labour leaders, to bring ‘about a more satis- 
factory state of things between employed aad em- 








ployers, and is in no sense a party move, and it is 
to be hoped that the public will attach due weight 
to this consideration, if these efforts of the labour 
party to hold out the olive branch are rejected by 
the employers of labour. The obvious advantages 
to be derived from the formation of such Boards do 
not require describing in detail, and it is to be 
hoped that the approaching public meeting to 
discuss the question, over which Lord Brassey, 
K.C.B., has agreed to preside at the Rotunda Hall, 
Liverpool, will result in something definite being 
decided on. Shipowners and others having been 
invited to take part therein. Mr. Nicholson then 
referred to the approaching Trades demonstration 
which is to be held on May 2 in common with the 
other labour organisation throughout Europe. 

There was then brought under the notice of the 
meeting a recent decision by the stipendiary 
magistrate in a case of disputed wages. The 
facts are as follows, and I report them as they may 
act as a caution to any other of our members who 
may be similarly placed:—A member of this 
Branch, who joined a steamer as fireman, was 
told off as donkeyman, and was given to under- 
stand that all overtime was to be paid for at the 
rate of 9d. per hour. ‘The articles stated that all 
overtime in working cargo (the italics are mine) 
was to be paid for at the rate of 94. perhour. On 
arrival home the master tendered his wages, in- 
cluding overtime at 6d. per hour, which the man 
declined to take, and our Union solicitor, Mr. W. 
A. Tetlow, brought an action in the police-court to 
recover the amount. claimed, with the result that 
the newly-fledged stipendiary decided that the 9d. 
per hour only referred to overtime occupied in 
discharging or taking in cargo, and that though 
this man had to get up two hours before anyone 
else to get up steam in the morning, the work not 
being so laborious as the other the claimant would 
have to accept the lower rate of 6d. per hour, 
This decision appears to upset all previous ones in 
similar cases by the late stipendiary, and is another 
illustration of the urgent necessity for labour repre- 
sentatives on the bench of magistrates, not only 
here, but throughout the country. The formal 
business was then disposed of, and various Branch 
matters of none but local interest were decided, 
after which the meeting adjourned. 


CARDIFF BRANCH, 


The first conference on the subje>t of the pro- 
posed Federation of Trades will be held at Cardiff 
April 30, when the whole of the Unions located in 
South Wales and Mormouthshire will be repre- 
sented by chosen delegates. Mr. John Gardner is 
the chairman of the provisional committee ap- 
pointed some weeks ago, and Mr. T. J. Wingfield, 
141, Railway-street, Cardiff, is secretary of the 
same. The latter would be glad if the secretaries 
of all Unions who elect representatives to the con- 
ference would communicate with him. Any secre- 
taries who do not receive credential forms from 
Mr. Wingfield are also asked to immediately advise 
him of the omission. 

Cardiff has to pay £2,463 6s. 5d. for policemen 
during the late strike. In reading over the chief 
constable’s report to the Watch Committee, the 
South Wales News is struck with what appears to 
be a discrepancy with the evidence tendered at the 
trial of Mr. J. H. Wilson. At the quarter-sessions 
it was declared that the extra police were requisi- 
tioned because of the dock strike, and “ certainly 
not ” because of the tramway strike. In the report 
to the Watch Committee, the fact which every- 
body knew is admitted, that policemen were largely 
employed in guarding the trams. 

Mr. Gardner mentions that the weekly income 
of the Branch from Jan. 3 to March 21 was 
£1,120 Os. 73d., exclusive of the receipts at the 
“home and stores,” which amounted during that 
period toover £500. This will probably satisfy the 
writer who stated that the funds of the Branch 
were quite exhausted by the late strike. 


GLASGOW BRANCH. 


At the usual meeting held in the Typographical 
Hall, 102, Maxwell-street, Bro. A. McGregor in the 
chair, the minutes of the previous meeting being 
unanimously adopted, also the committee minutes 
after several comments, several exceedingly 
lengthy discussions took place, particularly one in 
reference to the incarceration of our general secre- 
tary, and the advisability of our Branch being 
represented in any demonstration which may take 
on the release of Mr. J. H. Wilson, Bro.

P.C, 
Kinghorn corroborated.—Defendant said the girl’s 
bed was in the shop, and the old man was there 
simply to look after the door to let the lodgers in 
and out. He was fined 20s, and costs in each case. 
—lIsabella Grieves, keeper of a seamen’s boarding- 
house, was charged with having on the 12th inst. 
allowed a greater number of persons to occupy 
three bedrooms than licensed, and permitting the 
kitchen to be used as a bedroom. Inspector Hume 
gave evidence in support of the charge, and said 
there were 19 lodgers sleeping in the, house, and 
there was license for only ten. A fine of 20s. and 
costs in each case was imposed.

The master of this steamer also 
secured the services of two boys who have not 
been a dog’s watch at sea, and it will be very in- 
teresting for our members to know by-and-by if the 
N.P. has been written opposite their names on the 
articles, for the members are determined to know 
ifthis hasbeen done. The captain of this steamer 
having only secured the services of those men- 
tioned, and none of them being firemen, the 
engineers had the pleasant duty of firing this 
steamer round to Burtisland, and Mr. Moodie 
has been duly informed of this case and 
will make him spend £1 instead of a 
shilling.

FROM AUSTRALIA. 
To the Editor of *“ Seafaring.” 


§12,—Since I have been out here in Melbourne 
L have visited most all the ships here, and find, to 
my utmost consternation, that the British ships 
here have many blacklegs aboard reaping the 
same advantages as what Union men are fighting 
and paying for. Much of the colonial trade is done 
by these blackleg ships, and yet they have been 
utterly ignored by our Union officials in most all 
our principal ports. The Press here gives some 
gloomy accounts of the labour troubles at home, 
and states that the Shipowners’ Federation are 
masters of the situation. No wonder when we find 
such a state of things existing in our midst. I 
have tried to get something like a little enthusiasm 
instilled into our Britishers here, but at present 
with little success, as I can scarcely find one to take 
any interest in their own welfare; and even 
amongst our Union men I find that only three have 
attended any of the meetings, and that there are 
only two Union books of rules amongst the lot. 
Such apathy, if allowed to exist, would soon land 
us in Jordan. It is sad to think that such a 
principle exists amongst Britishers, as most of 
them acknowledge that they have better pay and 
better times all round since our Union has been 
in existence, and I never knew any of these black- 
legs to refuse at the pay office the advance got by 
the Union men, Another thing, sir, which is a 
disgrace to these blacklegs of the mother country. 
These fellows on arrival jump their ships, conse- 
quently are thrown into the labour market here, 
hard up, or nearly so. In the event of any dispute 
of whatever grade, these parasites are at once 
spotted by the capitalists, and easily persuaded to 
take the place of the Unionists. Fitzgerald 
arrived yesterday ; grand reception; and “by all 
means let us federate” is the cry from all parties; 
we Gritishers here say, the sooner the better. The 
labour party here denounce Champion. I 
saw in the Australians’ paper his insinuations 
about our secretary and Union. I replied, as a 
Unionist, to it, but the paper is too Conservative to 
print any letter that opposes Champion’s or their

Caland, which vessel is extensively damaged. 

Raven's Hall.—This ship left New York on 
June 11 last year, and all hope has now been given 
up of her. She is supposed to have foundered at 
sea, as she has not been heard of since July 24. 
The Raven’s Hail was a British iron ship of 1,583 
tons. Captain Alexander Telfer, of Gatehouse, was 
in command, Mr. James Walker being the mate.

A CARDIFF BOARDING-MASTER.—Henry Hayes, 
a boarding-master, was charged at Cardiff Police 
Court on Monday with aiding and abetting Patrick 
Mahoney in fraudulently using a certificate of dis- 
charge. The case was partially heard on Friday, 
on which day Mahoney was convicted of using the 
certificate. The magistrates fined defendant £5 
and costs, or a month’s imprisonment, 

ILLEGAL Deck CARGo.—At Newcastle Police 
Court, on April 16, O. Denstad, master of the 
Christian Johnsen, s,of Norway,charged with having 
carried a quantity of wood on the deck of his 
vessel exceeding three feet in height, admitted 
the height of the wood to be above the regulation 
height, but he was a Norwegian, and ignorant of a 
section of the Act. A fine of £5 and costs was 
fmposed. 

SEAMEN’s CLAIMS.—“ How do the men of the 
merchant marine compare with those of other 
classes of skilled labour? None are more brave 
and loyal than the sailor, though it cannot be 
denied that he is at times rough. Vessel ewners 
and officers should unite in an endeavour to elevate 
the social and moral character of the forecastle 
occupants. The sailor has to meet hardships and 
temptations out of the common run, but in spite of 
these they display a degree of heroism, and fidelity 
to trusts, that men of more favourable opportunities 
do not begin to emulate.” So writes an American 
shipowners’ paper, while English shipowners’ papers 
have only abuse for the seamen. 


BRITISH SEAMEN.—Parliamentary papers have 
just been issued showing that in 1888 the number 
of seamen employed (including masters) in British 
merchant ships registered in the United Kingdom 
was 201,155, and of these 1,760 were lost (1 in 
114) by drowning or other accident, together with 
774 passengers. In 1889 the number of seamen 
employed was 207,741, of whom 1,647 were lost (1 
in 125), together with 31 passengers. The vessels 
engaged in the foreign trade in 1888 were in 
number 2,982 sailing, 3.532 steam, or a total of 
6,514, with a tonnage of 6,453,221. Those engaged 
in the home trade were 5,624 sailing, 1,452 steam, 
a total of 7,076, with a tonnage of 685,272. 


BLACKLEGGING.—So long as there is a large 
unemployed class in want there will be found men 
to take the places of men striking for justice, for, 
bad as are the conditions against which oe 
men strike, there are others whose cases are so 
that even these conditions will look like affluence 
to them ; and while employers are the sort of men 
which the competitive system produces, they will 
employ blacklegs rather than grant justice. Black- 
legging must be got rid of by destroying the con~ 
ditions which produce blacklegs, and the sooner 
the workers understand that this work must pre- 
cede all others in the effort to improve their 
conditions the better.—Jowrnal of the Knights of 
Labour.
